EUUroad Company for the pact year.' 
The Assessor fixed th* valuation of the 
road-bed at $9,000 per mile. Th* 
Board of Equalisation sustained this 
valuation. The company paid on the 
rolling stock and other person*! prop- 
erty, but insisted on a redaction to 
$6,000 per mile on the road-bed. Suit 
was instituted by the Btate and county, 
hot the trial of the case was deferred 
under one pretext and another, until 
tbe present term of Court. The Senti- 
nel of the 16th tells the remainder of 
the story: 


It was set for hearing yesterday. In 


the meantime tho taxes for another year 
had fallen due. Tbe Assessor and 
Board of Equalization had stuck by the 
old figures of 1879, to-wit: $9,000 per 
mile: More litigation and a siege in 
the Supreme Court was talked of. 


When the ease came on for hearing 


yesterday, Hessrs. Hillhouse and Cole 
representing the Bailroad Company, 
entered into a stipulation with the at- 
torneys for the State and county 
whereby it was agreed that tbe company 
should pay all taxes due for the two 
years, without further litigation, less 
the penalties which had accrued in con- 
sequence of the non-payment of last 
year's taxes. Accordingly judgment 
was entered up against the company, 
and during tbe day Messrs. Hillhonse 
and Cole paid into the county treasury 
the sum of $13,777 74. The county 
loses a few hundred dollars due in the 
shape of penalties, but to have prose- 
cuted the suits through all of the Courts 
would probably have cost more than 
loss from tbe cause named. We make 
a substantial gain, however, in the ac- 
knowledgement on the part of the com- 
pany that $9,000 is the figure at which 
the road-bed shll be valued in the future. 
The settlement will doubtless be accept- 
ed with satisfactioi 
Eureka tax-payers.

New Senators. 


The New York Times says: A careful 


•anvass of ten of the States whose Legis- 
latures will select United States Senators 
during the approaching Winter has been 
made by correspondents of the Times: 
Of the New England States, Massachu- 
setts, it is said, will re-elect her present 
Senator, Hetiry L Dawes, while in Con- 
necticut, that apostle of Democracy, 
William W. Eaton, will be retired to 
make place for a stalwart Republican in 
the person of General Hawley. New 
Jersey will also send a Eepublican to 
Washington as successor to Bandolph, 
her present Bourbon member, and ex- 


TennesBee Politics. 


The result of the split of the Demo- 


cratic party in Tennessee on the settle- 
ment of the State debt lullfils the 
prophecies that the Bepnblicans would 
elect their Governor, and that the Legis- 
lature, if go, controlled by the Repub- 
licans, would bend as United States 
Senator to succeed James E. Bailey one 
who wonld sustain President Garfield'g 
administration. 
Hawkins, the Repub- 


lican nominee, is elected Governor by 
a plurality of 20,000 over Wright, the 
regular nominee of the Democrats. 
Wilson, the repudiator, is badly beaten. 
The Republicans have elected forty- 
seven members to the Legislature, 
which is composed of 100 members. It 
is true they have not a majority of tljat 
body, but their forty-seven members are 
solid, while the fifty-three Democrats 
are divided, and the bitterness of the 
late canvass between the Wright and 
Wilson wings of the Democracy will be 
again brought to the surface when the 
Legislature meet*. The result of this 
division cannot but prove advantageous 
to the Republicans, and every indica- 
tion now points to the election of Hor- 
ance Maynard to the United States 
Senate. The Wilson wing in the Leg- 
islature will not vote for Bailey, who is 
the choice of the State credit Demo- 
cracy, and sooner than see him elected 
enough members can be found to vote 
with the Republicans and thus elect

The Cave of the Insane. 


The Winnemucca Silver State says: 
The State is not in a condition finan- 


cially to expend a great amount of 
money in building a Lunatic Asylum, 
but if it is shown that without running 
in debt to the amount of $150,000 or 
$200,000, the insane can be cared for at 
home at no greater expense than they 
are in California, then an 
Asylum 


should be built at once. The tax-payers 
of Nevada produce many of the articles 
consumed by the insane, and they 
should be afforded an opportunity to 
supply tho Asylum with their products 
at market rates, unless the expense to the 
whole State should be in excess of that 
now charged by Messrs. Langdon ft 
Ciark. Of the $40,000 now expended 
in California yearly, for the Nevada In- 
sane not one cent ever finds its way 
back to the State Treasury in taxes or 
anything else; yet, in consequence of 
the financial condition of Nevada, it 
may not be advisable to make the 
change. The Treasury will be nearly 
or quite depleted when the expenses of 
tbe next Legislature are paid. The 
State rate of taxation will have to be in- 
creased, and whether or not it will be 
advisable to run in debt for the erection 
of a Lunatic Asylum, is an open ques- 
tion.
